The giuer, from 
whoſe hand wee ſhould receiue the 
bread of Life, is not a feruant . ſuch 
as couercth our tables, brings our di- 
ſhes, ſerues and fils our cups, to 
whom wee owe no reuerence. He 
that here preſenteth and propineth 
vs with theſe ineſtimable benefits, is 
the King of Kings, and the Lord of 
Lords, God in the perfon of the 
Sonne, vnto whom when we preſent 
our gifts. It we ſhould Kneele , as we 
are taughtby the Holy Ghoſt, in 
Alicha,chape6verſe 6. in thele words, 
herewith (hall T come before the Lord, 
and bow my ſelfe before the moſt high 
Goa? Shall I come before him wah 
burnt 
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| burnt offerings ? with Calues of a yeere 
' | * old: How much more ſhould wee 
come and . bow our ſelyes before 
him, when we are to recciue at his 
hand the greateſt bencfit in heauen 
andearth, The. body and the bloud of 
his onely begotten Sonne , the charafter 
of hjs Perſon : the brightneſs. of his 
gloryz thetreaſure of his grace; another 
himſelfe? And vnto this (hall we finde 
our {elues much more bound, when 
we haue conſidered after what man- 
ner this gift is -giuen, Exery good 
gift commeth from him that is the Fa- 
ther of lights : and ſo ſhould wee ac- 
knowledge it to beez but God giues 
not every gift with a ſolemne exrer- 
nall teſtification of his Donation , 
madeas'it were with his own hand, 
notin general], but in particular to 
cuery one that recciucth, as hee doth 
| in this Sacrament,' Other benefits he 
beſtoweth by ordinaric meanes of 
his creatures , and by a ſecret proui- 
dence in'fich fort, thac the: ation of 
F 2 Dona: 
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Donation is not perceiued,at the in- 
| ſtant of giuingand receiving , but is 
after knowne by fruition of the bene- 
- fir. And therefore, then isto be ac- 
knowledgecd. when it is ſeene and felt 
with Thanksgiuing, cither priuartely, 
or publikely , as the qualitic of the 


| 24.17.16, benefit requireth. So the Leper , 


when he did finde and feele that hee 
was cured of his Leprofie , returned 
and gauethankes : the operation and 
working of the cure, hee could not 
perceiue, till it was perfeQed, It is 
one thing to recciue a benefit ſent to 
vs by a Prince, either by the hand 
of his feruant, our equall , or it may 
be by the hand of our owne ſeruant 
orinferiour; and to receiue it from 
his owne hand deliuering it, ww! 
ezrprores, In ftate, and pompe openly 
10 preſence of his people. As thisde- 
livering and receiving is not to bee 
compared withthat ; no more is the 
geſture and reuerence , whereby it 
thould be expreſſed: a word there , 
may! 
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may ſuffice ro declare our thankeful. 
nefſe;but here, a word, a bare head, 
a beck,are all ſcarce ſufficient, when 
we receiue the benefit of peace and 
proſperitie, by the Kings good go- 
uernment. If in our hearts wee ac- 
knowledge that benefit, and there- 
fore in our prayers comend him to 
God, and be ready to obey him, our 
thankefulnes is ſufficiently expreſſed. 
So when God by his ſecret proui- 
dence bleſſerh vs ; or by any of his 
crearures; either our Superiours, c- 
quals, or inferiours , doth vs good; 
If in our Chamber ſecretly, or in the 
Temple openly, after che receiuing, 
we declare our ſelues thankefull ; it is 
inough. But when in the Sacrament 
God openly before his people pro- 
feſleth, thar he isa giuingand 3eliue. 
ring to vs the greateſt benefitthat can 
, be giuen; certainely nor onely ſhould 
there bee before and after the gitts 
receiued, thankes giyen, bur in the 
very a& of giuing and recciuing ſuch 
F 3 reue- 
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reverence vſed , as may ſufficiently 
declare and teſtifie how highly we e- 
ſteeme of the grearneſle and good- | 
nesof the Giuer; and how vnworthy 
we thinke our felues to be of his in- 
eſtimable bencficence , what geſture 
is meeteſt ro bee vſeq , according to 
Piery in ſuch a caſe; whether Sitting, 
or Kneeling,let them indge that haue 
vnderſtanding.

QEcondly, if wee conſider the gift, 


it is not a bread that periſherh, 
which is lefſe worth then the life , as 
our Saujour ſaith, but is the Bread of 
God that came down from heauen, 
to giue life to the world, a food 
mote precious then all creatures; 
and therefore ſuch a food as wee are 
ommianded in the very Sacrament 
bg io 
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to diſcerne from common natural! 
food, and to cate that Bread, and

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Teuerence thatis due to him , both 
In outward ation, and inward affec- 
tion: Bur the externall aftion of ca- 
ting and drinking may be vnworthi- 
lyperformed, if cither it be done in 
hypocrifie or protanely. I call thar 
ro cate and drink in hypocrific, when 
an hypocrite giueth all due andexs- 
tcraall reuerence to the Sacrament, 
bur in the meanetime, bath neither 
faith, northe true and tight eſtima- 
rion that he (hould hane of the {piri- 
ruall benefic, - To cate profanely, 1s 
both to cate ,withour rhe outward 
and inward reverence, tat is aue to 
the Bodie and Bloud of our Sauiour; 
'forno man wants the outward reuc- 
r2ace, buthee that harly not the 1n- 
ward.. They. who thinke' that the 
vnworthineſic onely conſifteth in the 
want of faith and inward reuerence, 
muſt thinke hypocrites onely to cate 
vaworthily ; yet it is certaine 1n this 


. Cer. 17, place , that the Apoſtle findeth no 


fault with the hypocriſic os ſuperſti-

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tion of the Corinthians, bur with 
their profaneneſſe ; for comming 
drunken , for eſchewing. the poore, 
and deſpiſing the Church : fo this 
vnworthineſlz was as well in their 
outward behautour,. as in their in- 
ward diſpoſition : And ſo conſe- 
quently the Apoſtle would hane vs 
to diſcerne the Lords Bodie , not by

ſtance of prayer confiſteth , nor' in 
the voyces of the mouth , but in the 
wiſhes of the heartto God, where- 
of the voyces are but ſignificant 
ſignes.

Now 
this defire , proceeding from this 


* faithand hope, is ineffe@ a parti- 


cular application to ourſelues of the 
genetall prayer which went before, 
wherein all defired ro bee partakers 
of Chriſt himſelfe, and by him of 
life eternall. Next,the Preceprt, Doe 
this in remembrance of mee, requireth 
a preſent aQuall remembrance of the 
death of Chriſt , which remerti- 
brance at that time , mufteicher bee 
aQually thankefull for the benefit 
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which hee hath recciued in Chrift , 
orit is aQually profane and diaboli- 
call. And this thankefull remem- 
brance, orthis remembrance au. 
ally thankeful, is a particular applica- 
tion of that generall Thankeſgjuing 
that went before to God for our own 
Redemption. Now to draw all the 
thoughts and cxcrciſes of the minde 
together , that are required by the 
Sacramentall Word and Precept, 
to bee inthe Receiuer, at the inſtant 
of recciuing, are briefly, and in ſub- 
ſtance theſe : 7 call to minde with 
thankefulneſſe, O Lora, thy Boaie that 
was brokes,aud thy Bloud that was ſhed, 
here repreſented and applyed to me,and 
thereim my ſoule trafteth, and waiteth 
for thy ſaluation , wherewith poſſeſſe 
mee, beſeech thee, Amen.

& compelled them 4uwgy ain 3 waogity, 
in ſtead of- blefang ; to ſweare by 
that which was in theirhands &g aw 4% 
aijier fel. r4 and to ſay, inflead of 
Amen, Wee ſhall nit rettrie ty Corne« 
lius againe. By the which words it is 
euident , that they did not onely 
wager, Pray and giue thankes , be- 
foreand after the receiuing , bur in 
the very A& it felfe, while the bread 
was in their hands,.they bleſſed it, 
and ſaid, Ames. Now. with what 
geſture and reuerence ,; I pray you , 
thould theſe thoughts and mcdicati- 
ons of 'our- heart be accompanied , 
at the inſtant, when Chriſt is pro- 
feſſedly giving , and wee receiuing: 
from hishand > Thinke yee that fut- 
ficient which is vſed , when men at- 
tend to heare his Vil declared in 
his Word?

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foftomee (aith,that Paulin 1.Cor.t 1.cal- 
' leth thata Supper,which ſhould ra- 
ther haue beene called fn, , a Din- 
ner, or a breake-faſt , if hee had re» 
ſpeed the time: but hee calleth ir 
o, Vt remitteret illes iam mae ,, ad 1. 
\ lamvweſperam qua Dominnus tremenaa 
myfleria tradidit , That hee might 
fend them back to that euening , 
wherein our Lord deliuered theſe 
fearcfull myſteries. The meaning is, 
that hee might call themro remem- 
brance of the firſt inſtitutions In re. 
ſpe& whereof, ir is called a Supper : 
So likewiſe it is called a Supper, be- 
cauſe in ſomething irreſemblerh a 
Supper: For it is not a priuate meale, 
bur like to.a publike banquet, where- 
vnto allthe faithful arc inuited. Now 
we finde that in theſe dayes men vied 
to dine priuately, and their feaſts 
whereunto they invited their friends 
were commonly ſuppers made at 
night, Vnto- this agreeth well that 
which ?Platerch writcth; The Supper, 
H 3 faith

ſaith hee, was called by the Romans, 
Cona,ob xotycrias, becauſe it was com- 
mon : for the old Romares vicd to 
dine ſparingly, but to ſup with their 
friends. And finally , it is called a 
Supper, becauſe it is the Antitype of 
the Paſchall Supper, as Baptiſme is 
of Circumciſion ; in reſpe& where- 
of, the ſpirituall part of Baptiſme is 
called by the Apoſtle, (o/ef-2.11,12. 
The Circumciſion of Chriſt, as this ST- 
crament is called the Supper of the 
Lord. | 

That propetly it is not , nor can- 
not be called a Supper, whether wee 
confiderthe fymbolicall , or the ſpi- 
ritvall part thereof, is manifeſt by 
theſe Reaſons : fps 

Firſt, every Repaſt thar is properly 
called a Supp S (atleaſt) ſuffici- 
ent to'content Nature : Amongſt 
the Ancients; although their Din. 
nersand Breake-faſis were ſpating , 
and therefore the Cuſtome was not, 
cither ro1tt or licatthemz yer their 


Suppers 
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Suppers were large, and alongtime 

ſpentatthem , which made them to 
Lie or Sit for caſe of their bodies. 
Of this ſort was the Paſchall Sup- 

r , and all the Feaſts wherein the 

gall Sacrifices were caten: Here 
all the meate is a little morſcll of 
bread, no greater then an Oliue, and 
all the drinke a lictle quantitie , ra- 
ther taſted 'then drunken. Such a 
ſhew of Repaſt as this,, can neither 
properly bee calleda Breakeefaſt, a 
Dinner , nor a Supper , and the 
time ſpent in taking heereof,ſo ſhorr, 
that eaſily it may - paſt with any 
poſition of bodice , as was ſaid 
before. 

Secondly , the Feaſters here take 
not, nor catc not, as at an ardina- 
rie ſupper:-all that they cate , or 
drinke, they receiue at the hand of 
the Paſtor, all their meate at once 
and together. . This kinde of inter- 
tainement is not proper toa ſupper. 

Thicdly, atthe deliuery and recet- 

| H 4 uing 
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ving of this food , a word is pro- 
nounced , whereby wee arc taughr, 
that this food is not giuen , nox 
ſhould bee received to nouriſh the 
body, bur onely to ſignific and re. 
preſent the Paſſion of Chriſt , and 
the application thereof to the Be- 
leeuers , for their comfort. A food 
_ giuenand recciued for ſuch an vie as 
this onely, cannot properly beea 
Supper; for no Repaſt properly is a 
ſupper, þutthat which is appointed 
to nouriſh the bodie , whatſocuer 
 vicit hath beſide. So if either wee 
conſiderthe quantitie of the Repaſt, 
the timethat is ſpent in thereceiuing 
thereof, the forme of giuing and 
recciuing , or the end wherefore it is

As for the ſpirituall and internall 
part of the aQion ,. whereby the 
minde is informed , and faith con.

O, but Chrift inviterh vs as co- 
heires to this Banquer,whom hee 
will. honour as his qwhne Peeres and 
Equals , and will not haue vs rode- 
meane our {clues,; as Inferiours and 


Sub- 
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SubieAs : Whence learne wee this: 
Chriſt Sate,or Lay,at the Table with \ 
his Diſciples, when hee deliuered his 
Bodie and Bloud to them: and there- 
fore now, why ſhould wee not fic 
at Table with him, and receiue from 
his hand? I anſwer, Chriſt Sate or 
Lay with his Diſciples , when he did 
inftitute this Sacrament, ſo did hee 
at the ſame time waſh their feere. 
Two Reaſons hereof are giuen by 
himſelfe : Hee camenot to bee ſer. 
ued, but to ſerue : and therefore du. 
ring the dayes of his fleſh, as hee 
did cartic the forme of a ſeruant, ſo 
hee ſaith, that hee was as a ſcruant 
inthe midſt of them. Next, hee did 
giuetothem an example of humili- 
tie, thatthey ſhould ncither rule im- 
periouſly , one ouer another, nor 
ouerthe Lords inheritance , bur in 
humilitie ſexue.one anorther,and fecd 
the Flocke committed to their 
charge. This laſt Reaſon would nei- 
therteach them , nor vs, to.match 
Our; 
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our ſelues with our Lord & Mafter , 


'but to ſubmit our ſelues to our 'e- 


uals. The firſt ſheweth , that as in 
the reſt of the parts of his Miniſtc- 
ric; ſoin the inftitution of this Sa« 
crament, although hee was the Lord 
and Giuer of the inward and ſpiri- 
tall grace, yet hee did catry him- 
ſelfe as the Minifter of the externall 
Element, which perſon now the 
Paſtor ſuſtaineth: and hee exalced 
atthe righthand of the Father,hath 
declared himfelfe to haue laid dow) 


_ theperionof a ſeruant, and to bee 


no more an externall Miniſter, but 
the Lord and Giuer of the' Spirit , 
and inward grace, by ſending down 
the Holy Ghoſt from heauen vpon 


the Apoſiles. Hee then, who now 


would fit with him, as his fellow , 


muſt either'bring him downe from 


heauen, andabaſe him againe inthe 
forme of a ſeruant; or elſe hee muſi 
exalt himſelfe to Sit with him.art the

ND heere we tancounter with 
the other end ofthis Sacramenr, 
which I called the praiſe of the glo- 
rious grace of God , and of our Sa- 
viourthe Lord Iefus. In reſpe& of 
this end it is a commemoration and | 
predication of the death of Chriſt 
aQtcd not in word onely, but indeed, |

word maketh the donation and ap- 
m_ thereof to the people , ta- 
ing, breaking, giuing, and ſaying; 
\' Thus is my Bodze this is my Bloud, and | 
by thepeople, when they take, cate, | 
anddrinke : in doing whereof they 
expoſe in open view to the eyes -

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the world; the Paſſion and Death. 

' of the Lord Ieſus ; and the -benefic 
that therby they acknowledge them- 
ſelues toreceiue, and fo doth pub- 
likely and folemnely remember his 
goodnefle and grace to his praiſe 
and glorie , and teſtific that their 
faith and thankefulnes towards him , 
according tothe direion of our Sa» 
uiour , Doe this in remembrance of me; 
In the which precept wee are com- 
manded; firſt, to celebrate the aRti- 
onas hee hath done: and ſecondly, 
we arcadmoniſhed of the end whers 


' fore thac celebritic ſhould be obſer- 


ued; namely,that thereby a ſolemne 
memoriall of his death ought to bee 
kept. - $0 Paul interpreteth the Pre- 
cept in theſe words immediately ſub- 
1oyned; For ſo often as yee eate this 
Bread,and arinke this Cup; that is, fo 
often as yee doe this, yee ſbew forth; 
or ſhall ſhew forth , and preach the 
Lords death till hee come : (that is,yee 
ſhall doe it in remembrance of me.) 

1 I Hereby 
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Hereby ſbewing and preaching the 
Lords death: The Apoſtle meaneth 
notaverball Sermon, ora preaching 
made by word in the Congregation, 
for that wee knowis not the part of 
the people , whereof here hee ſpea- 
keth ; bur a reall preaching , ated 
by the people for their part , by ta- 
king, eating , and drinking ; and 
therefore the Apoſtle ſaith , thar if 
they cate anddrinke vnworthily,they 
ſhall be guiltic of the Lords Bodic. 
The reaſon is, becauſe by eating and 
drinking vyworthily,they ſhew forth 
& preach the Lords death vnworthi- 
ly; that is, without the reucrence and 
reſpe@ that the worthinefle of his 
death deſcrueth:: for it they cateand 
drinke hike fulland drunken perſons , 
their preaching is profane and viti- 
ous ; if they cate and drinke with 
contempt of the Church, and de- 
ſpiling of the poore, theirpreaching 
is diſdainefull, and jgnominious to 
Chriſt and his Church, This was

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the Corinthians fault , who did abulſc

death to hisdiſhonour and diſgrace, 
becauſe' therein looking too baſely

this end that appertaineth.to Chriſt 
hiraſelfe , and of our dutic- that 
ſhould be performed therein to him, 
it is a ſolemne memoriall, or wne- 
vror of his death , ordained to bee 
obſcrued for the praiſe of his grace; 
and therefore by the ancient and re- 
cent V'Viiters and DoRors of the 
Church, is rightly called the Eucha- 
riſt,not onely Dr the thankeſ-giuing, 
wherewith it beginneth, and which 
the Church is accuſtomed| to, giue 


afteritisended , which is common + 


to many other religious ations , but 
becauſe the very aQion irſelfe is {o 
to bee eſtecmed , by reaſon of the 
end whereunto it is appointed, from 
the which commonly aQions receiuc 
their nature and their name , and 
therefore a/djrio; dEie m5 Kveip , a WOI- 
thy and an honorable remembrance 
of Chriſt , being one of the chiefe 
cn of this ation. The aRion it 
ſelfe is #xurmi, an aQion of praiſe , 
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in reſpe& of Chriſt , for whom it'is 
done ; and wzemrd, an'attion of 
thankeſgiuing, 'in reſpeRof theſe by 
whom itis done: for as it is a me- 
moriall of his praiſe, ſois it a teſti- 
monie of their thankefulnefſe. And 
whart is a thankeſgiuing , butthe re- 
membrance and declaration of be- 
nefits receiued , made and intended 
to the praiſe of the giner-, whether 
it bee performed in word, in deed, or 
in both? For thankeſgiuing in word, 
reade all the Pſalmes and Orations 
inthe Sctipture; conceined for that 
cffe&, and yee ſhall finde it ſo, P/al 
35.126. 1.Chron.17.29,to, &c. The 
Pafſeouer , and all the reſt of the 
Feafts kept vader theLaw.in remem- 
brance of ſome great andextraotdi- 
narie benefits of God, were Eucha- 
rifticall , becauſethey were obſerued” 
to the praiſe and honor of God, not 
verbally , but really. Such amongft 
the Heathen, werethe Olympick, Py- 
thick, and Ifhmick games , whetein 
I 3 the. 
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the-prayſes and honour of their gods 
were remembred and cclebrated,nor 
by Speechesand, Orations., but by 
thevcry Actions and Deedes of the 
Gainelſters, /So Virgil having recor- 
dedthe Paſtimes, and, Games that 
AEncas cauſed to: bee .aRed to the 
prayfe of his father Anchyſes , con- 
cludeth, Has .celebrata tenus ſantto 
certamina patrighitherta the paſtimes 
were celcbrated to che praiſe of his 
boly Father. And heere ic is to bce 
berued , that although in thele ſu; 
perſtitious ſolemnuies. ,, no mention 
were made of their praiſes, and ho- 
nours for. whom they. were kept , 
yer they are. remembrances of their 
praile., becauſe they. were inſtituted, 


andex profe{ſo,, profefledy obſerucd 


for. that purpoſc. In the xeligious 
Feſtiuities , ſane reſemblance there 
was of the benefit that was remem- 
bred, beſide the profefiion of the 
end wherefore they were inſtituted 


andkep:, But among allche Celc- 


britics , 


| 


brities and Solemnities , that cuer 
were oblcrucd for the-praiſe of God 
or man, there was neuer any that 
had the end wherefore it was ioftitu- 
ted, ſer downe morecleerely to bee 
a memoriall of praiſe , or an honou- 
rable remembrance, rhen this Sa- 


crament hath in theſe words, {( Dee - 


this for a remembrance of me , ) and 
that hada morecuident and plaine 
reſemblance of the benefis that was 
to bee remembred with praiſe and 
cthankeſgiuing , then this. For what 
can mk exprcllc the praiſe of 
the glory of our -Sauiours grace, 
thenthat part of this ation , where 
hec is brought in, breaking his owne 
Bodie,and ſheading his owne Bloud, 
and offering him: lfe in a ſacrifice 
for the finnes of the world-2..And 
againe , what can more cuidently 
declare the faith and thankefulneſle 
of the people towards him, then che 
otherpart of the ſame action, where

T he concluſion of this potwt , which 
concerneth the nature of this 
SAT EMENT. 


HE it is manifeſt , that as 
this aQtion,in reſpe of-Chriſts 
parttowards vs, orthe end that con- 
cemeth vs , isa Myſticall repreſen- 
ration, anda reall application of the 
Propitiatoric ſacrifice of Chriſt to 
vs: SoinreſpeR of our wh towards 
Chrift-againe , and the end thar 
concerneth him, it is a fpirituall and 
Eucharifticall Sacrifice done to his 
glorie« Nay, if we conſider the aQti- 
on, inregardofthe oneend;; orthe 
'other, it is to bee performed of vs 
with fuch a religious and humble 
gefture, as becommeth ſinners to vie 
towards their Saujour-when they re- 
ceiue from him the benefit of expia- 
tion of their fines, and reconcilia- 
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tion with God. Or when they offer 
back againe to-him therefore , the 
ſacrifice of thankeſgiuing ,- both ſc- 
cretly-in their inward affe&ion, and 
publikely in amoſt ſoJemne a&ion. 
Now,what geſture can þetter agree 
to finners in receiving their pardon, 
and 4n giuing. "7, therefore to 
theirRedeemer , then the religious 
and humble geſture of: Kneeling , 
commanded by God himſelfe to bee 
vicd in his worſhip; practiſed by our 
Sauiour himſclfe ; _ and by all che 
Sainrs both-vnder the Law and the 
Goſpell, not onely when/they did 
offer their ſupplications to God, bur 
when they ioyfully gaue thankes and 
praiſc? P/al.13 8.1 will praiſe thee with 
my whole heart ; before the. Gods 1 will 
ſing praiſe vnto thee, Iwill bowe my ſelfe 
Elhuatheve towards thy holy Temple, 
and praiſe thy name for thy louing kind- 
neſſe, Pſal.g5.'O come, let vs frag vn-

ſed to them; thereby teaching how

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is demonſtratiue, the ground where- 
of is, thatthe Bread is one, whereof 
wee are all made partakers : one,not 
in forme and kinde onely; for ſo ma- 
ny perſons and bodies may bee fed 
wich one bread; but one bread in 
number, and therefore all thatfeed 
thereon ', muſt bee one badie :

As this therefore is a demon- 
ſtration of the effeR by the cauſe, all 
that are one body ya on one bread: 
All the members of the Church,arc 
one Bodiez Ergo,allthe members of 
the Church feed on one Bread. So 
this is a demonftratio ofthe cauſe b 
the efleQ:Althat feed on one Bread, 
arc one Bodie; all the members of 
the Church feed on one Bread, 
therefore all the members of the 
Church are one Bodice. Here you 
may percciue the ground of the rea- 
ſonto.bee , that the Bread whape! 
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/ all are partakers is One :- And this is 
manifeſt , —_— the bread, the 
ligne, or the thing igpicg bee vn- 
derſtood; for if by the Bread, the 
elementall bread bee vnderſtood, ale 
though that materially it bee diui- 
ded in many parts , and diſtributed, 
yet all theſe parts and _ are for. 
mally one and the ſelte-fame Sacra- 
ment. So that,although thon receiue 
not the ſelfe-ſame piece of breadin 
number, which I recciue yet thou, 
and1I, andallof vs receiue the ſelfe- 
ſame Sacrament in number.

God of Peace preſcrue vs, & bleſle 
vs with that Peate that paſſeth all vn- 
derſtanding, vnrill our Peace-maker 
appeare, who ſhall reward his bre. 
thren the Peace-makers , not onely 
with that moſt honorable file to bee 
called the Sonnes of God, bur to 
bee Heires and Coheires with him, 
of the Kingdome of God. Amen, 
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
